Picketing of Granite City 
schopls was resumed this morn¬ 
ing by members of Local 743, 
American Federation of Teach¬ 
ers, underscoring the “schools 
will remain closed” stand enun¬ 
ciated by President Robert L. 
Johnson following a union meet¬ 
ing Thursday afternoon. 

No new meetings are sched¬ 
uled between the local's Salary 
and Policy Committee and a 
negotiating team of school 
board members and adminis¬ 
trators. 

The last bargaining talks were 
held Aug. 27. School officials 
proposed further talks for 
Thursday night; they attended 
but Local 743 was not repre¬ 
sented. 

New meeting guidelines had 
been announced at a Local 743 
general meeting Thursday af¬ 
ternoon, including a call for a 
written offer from the school 
board, presented at least 24 
hours before talks are held. 

The board rejected this plan 
and urged further negotiations 
under the previous procedures. 

Local 743 took the position

als of substance to present, 
Local 743 must decline to meet 
with the board team tonight. 

“As a result of the circum¬ 
stances described above, Local 
743 has established the following 
guidelines for future negotia¬ 
tion if a settlement is to be 
reached: 

“1. Proposal by the board 
must be firm, official offers and 
they musl be presented to the 
union 24 hours in advance of a 
scheduled meeting. 

“2. All discussion must take 
place in the meeting ‘on the 
record'; that is, with the tape 
recording running, and official 
minutes must be presented at 
the following meeting. 

“3. No attorneys sfliall be ad¬ 
mitted to the conference room 
during discussion. 

“4. Meetings must take place 
in a location other than the 
board office which shall be mu¬ 
tually agreed upon in advance 
of our next meeting. 

“5. Any contractual settle¬ 
ment must include, in addition 
to a one-year salary schedule, 
the summer school program as 
outlined by the union, as well 
as a curriculum program which 
would allow the sampling of the 
views of the instructional staff. 

“This information will be fed 
into a joint teacher-administra¬ 
tion committee for yearly policy 
recommendation to the superin¬ 
tendent. 

“6. All other provisions previ¬ 
ously agreed upon by the board 
and the union. 

“When the board has an offi¬ 
cial written proposal to make, 
which conforms to the above 
guidelines, they should contact 
the Granite City' Federation of 
Teachers Local 743. 

“Until such time as a work¬ 
ing agreement is fully conclud¬ 
ed between the board of educa¬ 
tion and Local 743, the schools 
in this district will remain 
closed."

“The suggested guidelines 
were brought about when the 
board failed to make a propos¬ 
al to the union at last Wednes¬ 
day night’s meeting. 

“Supt. B. J. Davis had an¬ 
nounced publicly last Tues¬ 
day,” Johnson said, “that the 
board had a proposal to make 
at the Wednesday meeting 
which in all likelihood would 
send the teachers back to the 
schools. 

“The union, in its response 
to the board's letter, reaffirms 
its guidelines, which call for a 
firm, written proposal in ad¬ 
vance of future negotiations. 

“The union stands ready to 
resume negotiations immedi¬ 
ately upon receipt of a good 
faith proposal." 

On Saturday, Local 743 said 
that its "current contract pro¬ 
posal would not require an in¬ 
crease in local taxes for the 
1969-70 school year. 

“The educational tax portion 
of the school tax rate, from 
which teachers’ salaries are 
paid, will remain the sme for 
1969-70 as it was during the 
past year. 

, “The Federation wishes to 
make the public aware of the 
fact that any increase in school 
taxes for the coming year 
would be the result of the forth¬ 
coming building expansion pro¬ 
gram which was proposed by 
the Granite City Board of Ed¬ 
ucation and approved by the 
taxpayers. 

“Federation President John¬ 
son stated that the Federation 
approved wholeheartedly t h e 
new building program, but 
wanted the public to realize 
that any increase in local taxes 
would be the result of this pro¬ 
gram and not a result of the 
contract being negotiated by 
the teachers. 

“Mr. Johnson said that total 
costs, including salary in¬ 
creases proposed by the Union, 
would amount to the same por¬ 
tion of educational funds as 
has been paid to Granite City 
teachers in the past.

Home Notes

Peaches Easy for 
. Home Canning 

Plump peaches are versatile 
fellows. They always taste good 
fresh. And canned, they’re still 
flavorful, nutritious and a col¬ 
orful addition to cereals, salads 
or desserts. 

Peaches are one of the easi¬ 
est and best fruits to can. For 
a fine-quality product, select 
firm-ripe peaches that are uni¬ 
form in quality. They should 
have a creamy background 
color; green shows that the 
fruit is not ripe. 

Half a bushel, or 24 pounds, 
of fresh peaches will make 
about 10 or 11 quarts of canned 
fruit. 

- Although either a hot or cold 
pack is satisfactory for can¬ 
ning, the hot pack will give a 
more solid pack because the 
fruit shrinks in the first heat¬ 
ing. 

For the hot pack, simmer 
peaches 3 to 5 minutes in a 
20 or 30 percent sirup (one-half 
or one-third cup sugar to one 
cup water). But don’t cook un¬ 
til soft. 

Pack into containers, placing 
cut side down and overlapping 
the layers for uniform appear¬ 
ance. Fill containers with boil¬ 
ing sirup. Process in a boiling 
water bath for 20 minutes. 

For the cold pack, place 
peach halves pit side down in 
jars, making a firm, uniform 
pack. Cover with boiling 20 or 
30 percent sirup. Process in 
boiling water bath for 30 min¬ 
utes or in pressure cooker at 
5 pounds for 15 minutes. 
Keeping Cut Flowers Fresh 

Cut flowers from the garden 
—that's a pleasure you like to 
prolong. You might like to fol¬ 
low these suggestions for get¬ 
ting the longest life from cut 
flowers. 

Pick flowers either in the 
early morning or late in the 
evening when the stems are 
full of water. Cut them with a 
sharp knife—not with scissors 
or shears. Take a container of 
water with you to the garden 
and put the stems into it im¬ 
mediately. Cutting the stem at 
an angle may aid in water up¬ 
take. 

Indoors, fill a deep container 
with likewarm to warm water, 
about 85 to 100 degrees F. Then 
plunge the flowers into the 
water. Place the container in 
a cool spot overnight or for a 
few hours to allow the flowers 
to “harden off,” or take up all 
the water they can.

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New School Negotiations Should Be Held; 
Public Could Help By Voicing Its Views 

Passage of time in a pay dispute sometimes 
has a polarizing effect, keeping the two parties 
apart despite mutual desire for a settlement. 
This may be occurring in the Granite City school 
district, where six days have passed since the 
last negotiations, with no new talks scheduled. 

The obligation to provide an education 
for the more than 15.000 students is of such 
importance that it is imperative for the discus¬ 
sions to resume. Both the union and school dis¬ 
trict should take all reasonable steps to bring 
this about. Legal steps also may be necessary 
due to the impending loss of vast amounts of 
state tax aid. 

The public has a role to play as well, since 
it. is directly involved in the financing of public 
schools and since its youngsters are the ones 
who are not receiving the instruction that would 
normally have been given last week and this 
week. 

School statistics indicate that teachers last 
year averaged $923 monthly and have been of¬ 
fered raises of $ I 89 that would advance average 
pay in 1969-70 to $1112. Another $33,333 to 
$55,555 monthly for about 725 certificated per- 
sonel is being sought by Local 743; this would 
average $46 to $76 a person, increasing the 
$1112 which has been offered to $1158 or 
$1188. 

At four and a third weeks to the month, 
this amounts to an average of $2 1 1 weekly paid 
last year. $256 offered this year and $267 to 
$274 requested. 

How much is too little? How much is too 
much? The public could help end the impasse 
by making its views known. 


Elimination of Sanctuaries Can Bring Quick 
End to Hazardous Wave of Plane Hijackings 

The International Federation of Airline 
Pilots is right in saying that airplane hijacking 
has “gotten out of hand" and in deciding to take 
stern steps to encourage a changed attitude by 
the countries where stolen airliners land. 

The attitude of Communist Cuba has been

bad enough. It has not returned hijackers or 
done much in the way of punishing them, but 
at least it has allowed both the planes to leave 
and all passengers wishing to depart to do so. 

,j In the hijacking of. a TWA jetliner, to 

Syria, first six and later two Israel residents were 
detained against their will and those who had 
caused the large plane to change its course vir- 
* tually destroyed it with a bomb after it had 
landed. 

Pointing their guns at passengers, Syrian 
soldiers harassed them and refused to provide 
a stretcher for a woman who suffered a leg frac¬ 
ture in the hasty exit from the plane. 

As the pilots’ association said, it is the per¬ 
missive or even receptive attitude of some coun¬ 
tries that encourages passengers to attempt to 
hijack planes — a venture that jeopardizes the 
lives of all occupants duel to the possibility of 
violence in pressurized cabins and mid-air injury 
to those operating the coniplex controls. 

Once all nations announce a crackdown 
against hijackers and provide complete coopera¬ 
tion in extraditing them, virtually all of the in¬ 
centive will be gone and the flurry of such epi¬ 
sodes of the past several years will subside. 
Such a step is long overdue. 

Slow Pace of Congress Not Yet a Problem; 
Quality Stressed, Errors of Haste Avoided 

Congress may yet become subject to a "do 
nothing" label if it continues to move slowly on 
the many legislative proposals that have been 
forwarded to ?t from the White House. Presi¬ 
dent Truman used such a charge effectively in 
his 1948 election campaign. 

But the accusation has not been made this 
year, and up till now the pace of activity at 
both ends of Pennsylvania avenue seems to 
have had a much-needed talming effect on the 
nation. There was too jn u c h incompletely- 
thought-out. frenzed motion in some past years, 
and the comparison that can be made in 1969 
is a refreshing one. 

In the words of Senate Democratic Leader 
Mike Mansfield of Montana, "We haven't been 
passing legislation in quantity as we have in the 
past five or six years, whjch I think is a good 
thing. We've been paying more attention to 
Quality." ' 

Senate Republican Leader Everett Dirksen 
of Illinois. "We haven't harmed the country one 
bit," noting that there can be harm from clut¬ 
tering lawbooks with excessive legislation. 

Prior to reconvening this week. Congress 
had passed only 49 general bills, most of them 
relatively minor. None of, the 13 major appro¬ 
priations to finance the federal government for 
the July 1969-June 19701 year have been en¬ 
acted, limiting agencies in the meantime to the 
spending levels set for 1 968-69 — a sharp re¬ 
striction in an inflationary period. 

Tax reform and defense appropriations are 
not due in the Senate until! November, reflecting 
the fact that year-round legislative sessions have 
become the accepted procedure. 

The recess that is ending has enabled 
many senators and representatives to take new 
soundings of grassroots sentiment. What they 
learned will go a long way toward determining 
the productivity of the remainder of this ses¬ 
sion. but for the first three-quarters of the year 
it is clear that what was done—and not done— 
was accepted as a welcome change of pace by 
most citizens.

TEACHERS SEEKING TO 
CONTROL GC SCHOOLS 

To the Editor: 

Tne school administration and 
the school board could have 
made only one decision that 
would have prevented the teach¬ 
ers' strike that now plagues us. 
That decision would have been 
to turn over their combined re¬ 
sponsibility, their decision-mak¬ 
ing and policy-setting authority, 
to the union. 

The teachers' decision to keep 
our schools closed past normal 
opening time was made early 
in the spring of this year. The 
decision was not made locally. 
It was made in the upper hier¬ 
archy of union leadership. 

Granite City was chosen as a 
test community because it was 
a large, highly-rated school sys¬ 
tem in a strong union territory. 

If the teachers could make the 
educational authority knuckle 
under here, their successful pro¬ 
cedure would serve as an exam¬ 
ple for other teachers’ groups 
with, similar aims. 

A'ny honest desire to settle the 
dispute prior to normal school- 
opening time made summer 
meetings a must. The yjachers 
declined to meet during the 
summer. 

They are still setting up ridic¬ 


ulous conditions for meeting as 
our kids walk the streets and 
wonder what’s going on. 

The teachers' demands, stated 
quite simply, are these: deci¬ 
sion-making control of the edu¬ 
cational tax dollar, school cur¬ 
ricula, educational innovation 
and administrative guidelines. 
There has been no talk of in¬ 
creased quality of teaching, no 
talk of improved educational 
opportunities for our kids. There 
has been no talk of a fair day's 
work for a fair day's pay. 

The teachers' methods, de¬ 
scribed quite simply, are these: 
play by a set of rules that ig¬ 
nores the legal guidelines for 
wage and condition negotiation: 
intimidate those union members 
who frown on such a set of 
rules. 

The outcome of the present 
disagreement is relatively easy 
to predict. Some of the teach¬ 
ers’ demands will be met. Be¬ 
cause they won't all be met, 
we'll have a strike next year 
and the next. 

All unions and union men will 
be downgraded by ttie current 
teachers’ effort that belittles the 
honorable fundamentals of trade 
unionism. 

A young adult of high school 
age will look at his teacher and 
see the fellow who taught him 
how to bend the law or skirt the 


law or ignore the law to suit 
a selfish interest. 

As that teacher’s example of 
responsible citizenship becomes 
poorer, the product of the sys¬ 
tem in which he furnishes lead¬ 
ership will become poorer. 

The product we are talking 
about is the kid who needs to be 
taught to live responsibly and 
needs to be prepared to contrib¬ 
ute something worthwhile to the 
system that nurtured him. 

That kid is not preconditioned 
to learn one thing more easily 
or quickly than another. He’ll 
learn what he is taught. Fright¬ 
ening, isn't it? 

What should the school admin¬ 
istration do? First, let the 
courts, through the power of in¬ 
junction, reopen the schools. 

Second, under no circumstanc¬ 
es relinquish the authority of tax 
dollar, curriculum and adminis¬ 
trative decision. 

What should you and I. as tax- 
paying parents, do? We should 
support the administration in its 
efforts to keep teaching an hon¬ 
orable profession, with proper 
compensation for preparation 
and skill, with proper resistance 
to raw power grabs that will 
eventually kill an educational 
system that was instituted to 
help us better govern ourselves.

An open warehouse shed, 1200 by 180 feqt, filled with supplies 
of all kinds bound for the various • theaters of war, caught fire 
and burned to the ground with a series of explosions at the Engi¬ 
neers Depot.

AN ORDINANCE RESTRICT¬ 
ING PARKING ON 25th 
STREET BETWEEN BENTON 
AND ADAMS. 

BE IT ORDAINED BY THE 
CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY 
OF GRANITE CITY, ILLI¬ 
NOIS: 

SECTION 1: That it is 
deemed necessary and desir¬ 
able to restrict parking on 25th 
Street between Benton Street 
and Adams Street. 

SECTION 2: That henceforth 
it shall be unlawful to park a 
vehieje on the North side of 
25th street between Benton 
Street and Adams Street at all 
times. 

SECTION 3: That the afore¬ 
said restricted parking shall be 
indicated by appropriate signs 
posted on said streets, and that 
the Said signs shall be erected 
on said street by the Superin¬ 
tendent of Streets wherever nec¬ 
essary at his discretion.
